The boys who 
had accompanied Wilson up to 
Olympia knowing that he would 
shoot aud seeing the fellow belab- 
oring him thought a killing the 
next thing in order and did not 
stay to sec what might happen.

Wilson, who is himself as brave as 
the bravest, rather admired the 
pluck of Pergram and would will- 
ingly have submitted to a good 
pounding from him if he was not 
able to best his man in a fair light, 
thoroughly angry when tin- 
man Thomas attacked him in so 
cowardly a manner from behind, 
and did his best to find n gun, his 
intention being to arreat the fellows 
at every hazard.

The Democratic Convention met at 
Lexington Wednesday. The only 
thing that went was silver. 

The convention was organized by 
selecting State Senator Bronston for 
temporary chairman and Charles K. 
Wheeler, of Paducah, tor permanent 
chairman. Blackburn, Hardin, Uhea. 
and Ellis wore made delegates from 
the State at large and Kothwell, Nel- 
son, Hallam and Carroll alternates 
The committee on resolutions pre- 
sented its report, Tony Carroll, of 
Louisville, insisting on bringing in a 
minority report. It gofla without »he 
saying that Mr. Carroll's report found 
but an Indifferent hearing. The sin- 
gle standard delegation from the 48th 
Legislative District (one of the Louis- 
ville districts) was unceremoniously 
ousted and the Free Silver delegation 
headed by Jim Williams seated. Sen- 
ator Joe Blackburn was endorsed for 
President of United States. On the 
whole the convention was more con- 
servative than was to be reasonably 
expected from the body. It will be 
remembered that a very large part ef 
the delegates were new men in the 
State convention. The old leaders in 
the main did not have very much to 
do With the conduct of affair*. 

The followitig iB the report of the 
committee on resolutions: 

'The Democracy of Kentucky in 
convention assembled do reaffirm their 
allegiance to the principle of the party 
as announced by Jefferson and Jack- 
son. 

"We are in favor of an honest dol- 
lar, a dollar worth neither more nor 
less than one hundred cents. We 
favor bimetallism, and to that end we 
demand free and unlimited coinage ot 
both gold and silver at the ratio of lti 
to 1 as standard money, with equal 
legal tender power, independent of the 
advice of any other nation. 

"We hold that the Secretary of the 
Treasury should exorcise his legal 
right to redeem all coin obligations In 
gold or silver, as may be more con- 
venient, and are opposed to the issue 
of bonds In time ot peace for the main- 
tenance of the gold reserve or for any 
other purpose,

and In rowing past a boat I can toll 
whether she is in charge of a yachts- 
man or a fisherman. A fisherman 
oan sail your boat and keep hor 
Bhipshape, but sho will still look 
like a maokerolman. 

"I remarked that there is no eti- 
quette men rigid than the etiquette 
of yacht life. Any yachtsman ci 
toll by tbo way a boat rounds to 
a fleet and oomes to anchor whether 
the Bkippor is to yacht's deck born 
or whether he hns stubbed around 
in a coaster and drawn the lines 
over a fisherman. It is just the 
same as in a ballroom. You can toll 
the novioo. 

"Tako tho otiquetto of flags. Of 
course tho owner has his private sig- 
nal, either square, swallow tail or 
triangular. Then he will have his 
olnb pennant and of course the reg- 
ular yacht flag. Other flags are for 
dooorativo purposes. 

"If ho is cruising, ho carries the 
yacht flag (an ensign with a foul 
anchor in blue in placo of tho stars) 
flying at, tho peak. If ho is lying in 
port, ho flios tho yacht flag at the 
flagstaff above the boom on the 
taffrail, or if ho has no flagstaff ho 
has it on a leader to tho topping lift. 
When tho owner is aboard, tho own- 
er '« «l(iuttl ia flying. When he is 
ashore, a bluo flag should fly at tho 
crosstreos on tho starboard eidi 
WVion ho ia at h\s mesis, fly <* whil 
square flag in place of tho blue. 
When tho crow is at table, fly littlo 
triangular rod flag on tho port side. 
A schooner yaoht always flies both 
tho yacht club and private signals. 

"Steamers como under tho genoral 
rule of sailing craft so fur as eti- 
quette goes. Wo wore passing Sir. 
Morgan's magnifioent steam yaoht 
tho Corsair, last season. I was di- 
rected to blow tho whistle to salute

It U E»II, Bnd Chsapl, M»de and Doe, 
Satisfactory Work. 

"Last winter it came tome that 1 
was in great need of a land roller, but 
how I could expend #25 or more for a 
( when my crops were so poor and 
prices low was a problem not easily 
lolvod. I visited a young farmer living

'a another part of the town who had 
built a roller, taking the wheels of two 
Id mowers for the foundation and con- 
necting them by the tumbling rod of an 
rawer. The wheels wero 
dr illed and two inch maple Btaves were 
bolted on. I would probably have made 
use of his pattern, but every one who 
had on old mower within a day's jour- 
ney would not part with the wheels. 
When they hmrd whit I wanted them 
for, they all wanted to build rollers." 

Thns writes a correspondent of Rural 
New Yorker, who accompanies his re- 
marks with a sketch of a wheel of his 
own invention that snits him better 
than mower wheels. Ho says: 

It is easily made and does away with 
tho laborious t&sk of drilling about 130 
bolt holos thresh the rims of the 
wheels, besides a saving in bolte of 
nearly $3. Ono white ash tree, 20 inches 
tho stump, furnished material 
for roller and frame. Tho staves are 
sawed, bevoling, from 8 inch plank 
at the mill.

two Principles Tlmt Ought to Bo Ob- 
Mr. kI In \., y ..\nu MM I>r»ln. 

I have £.ad a good deal of experi- 
ence in laying tile and have always 
found that tho water Hue, or water tost, 
is always the safest Where there is not 
sufficient water to run irll the time, 
water must be drawn and poured in the 
drain to establish it. The first principle 
to consider should be, "Is there suffi- 
cient fall?" Too much fall is not desira- 
ble. There should bo just fall enough, so 
the drain will be kept cleaned out. In 
laying the drain two principles should 
be adhered to: First, the drain should 
be kept as straight on the bottom as pos- 
sible — L e. , an even grade all tho way 
with fall enough to keep the water run- 
ning ; second, tho drain should be laid 
out as straight as possible from begin- 
ning to outlet, says a writer in Mich- 
igan Farmer. 

Where drains are anyway flat on the 
bottom, and say 80 or 100 rods long, it 
is the safest plan to put in catch basins 
or wells I prefer the latter. I dig down 
18 inches below the bottom of the drain 
and sufficiently wido so that when fin- 
ished it will be about three feet in dia- 
meter on the inside. The well should 
bo curbed with stone. Build a little 
above ground and make a good board 
cover. This well is very convenient 
when yon wish to admit other draius. 
Keep the well cleaned out and you may 
know your drain is ail right. 

Too much economy is t^tcn practiced 
in using small tile where larger ones 
are needed. Tile should be as straight 
efc possible, with two good t^Js and 
smooth inside and as nearly round as 
possible. It is prior economy to buy an 
inferior grade of tile. One tile in 
a draiu flattened half an inch deter- 
mines the oapacity of the drain from 
where it is lain to the "terminus of the 
lliuiu. The wuiiB in iruo of line soft tile. 

I give it as my opinion that three inch 
tile is small enough to be used in any 
drain. The benefits derived from undcr- 
draiuage aro too well known for mo to 
make any comments. All may know 
that surface washing takes away tho 
best of the soil ; also that open ditches 
are a nuisance. 

Cure For Onion Smut, 

According to The New England 
Homestead, rotation of crops is the first 
remedy, as tho smut seems to remain in 
the soil several years and maybe spread 
through it by harrows, weeders, rakes, 
by the feet of men or animals or by be- 
ing washed from higher to lower ground. 
Starting in soil free from smut and 
transplanting to the smutted soil, if no 
other is available, is perhaps the best 
and simplest remedy, while the trans- 
planted onions yield enough larger and 
earlier crops to warrant the exp.-ii.se on 
that account alone.. Flowers of sulphur 
and air slaked lime, mixed in equal 
parts and sowed with the seed, may 
have a preventive effect. Of course all 
smutted onions, leaves, etc., should bo 
gathered and burned, or they will 
spread the spores by the million.

An Ohio correspondent of the Ohio 
Farmer, writing from a bean growing 
section, tells how immense crops are 
grown on a small area. Tho majority of 
growers in this section stick to tho pole 
lines. 

Growers have access to tons of fish 
offal. Often the ground is prepared and 
marked three feet e:ich way and poles 
only three feet hltrh are stuck. The beans 
are" not allowed to go above these, but 
are kept pinched back. Holes aro dug 
next the poles and some of the offal put 
in and covered over. This stattdfl about 
two weeks before the beans aro planted. 
Do not plant nntil the ground is warm 
enough to insure quick germination. If 
this fish offal cannot be procured, the 
flold must bo mado rich with well rot- 
ted stable manure or pure bouemeal, 
or a fish brand of commercial fertilizers 
will give equully good results. When 
ready to plant, follow rows and stick 
two beans in each hill, close to tho pole, 
with tho cyo down. Never drop lima 
beans like corn, for the roots start at 
ihe eye, and if dropped in any way 
some of them come bottom up ; others 
never grow at all and the field is un- 
even all season. 

Cutting Seed Potatoes. 

Judging from reports of results ob- 
tained and the various stations, whole 
tubers give larger yield-; than pieei s cut 
te and two eyes. There is the dan- 
ger, however, in planting large tubers 
that too many stalks will appear. We 
append for tho benefit of tho general 
reader one of the tables from an Indi- 
station bulletin:
